Allowable Subject Matter. 

Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Examiner is 
unable to find prior art or any obvious combination thereof that discloses detecting a 
security assault or possible security assault, incrementing a counter in response to the 
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security assault or possible security assault, reprovisioning by automatically creating a 
new server instance with a new server configuration to perform at least one of the tasks 
performed by said first server, wherein said new server instance is selected from a table 
comprising a plurality of new server configurations, said new server configuration being 
associated in said table with said value of said counter that a particular configuration of 
said new server configuration depends on the total number of times that said first server 
has been victim of a different security assault or a different possible security assault.
